Besides  the  normal  difficulties 
associated  with  turning  1,000  teen¬ 
agers  per  week  loose  on  the  university 
campus,  youth  conferences  can  pose 
particular  problems  for  BYU  Security 
Police. 

Malin  Shepherd,  investigator  for 
BYU  Security  Police  and  officer  in 
charge  of  youth -conference-related  ac¬ 
tivities,  said  that  numerous  conference 
visitors  are  arrested  each  year. 

“Youth  conferences  began  a  week 
ago  Monday,”  Shepherd  said.  “By 
Thursday,  when  the  second  group 
came,  we  had  already  arrested  two 
girls  for  shoplifting.” 

Shepherd  said  that  last  year  during 
youth  conferences,  36  arrests  were 
made  within  a  two-and-one-half 
month  period.  “Twenty  were  for 
shoplifting,  six  were  for  theft  from  the 
dorms  and  10  were  for  drugs,”  he  said. 
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about  the  same  for  the  rest  of  1980  if 
the  plan  were  not  approved. 

Iraqi  Oil  Minister  Tayeh  Abdel- 
Karim  proposed  Sunday  that  all  13

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ASBYU  President  Jeff  Duke  and 
ASBYU  Attorney  General  Kasey  Haws 
said  they  encourage  students  to  attend 
the  special  meeting  and  voice  their 
concerns. 

“Students  should  be  concerned  that 
the  proposal  was  originally  drafted 
without  their  input,  but  they  should 
knbw  that  once  the  proposal  was 
together,  student  voices  were  not  only 
heard,  but  openly  accepted,”  Haws 
said. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  traffic  com¬ 
mittee  not  only  held  a  special  meeting 
at  the  request  of  ASBYU,  but  they 
openly  accepted  10  changes  proposed 
by  ASBYU  and  compromised  on  an 
11th. 

“I’m  looking  forward  to  the  meeting. 
It’s  an  opportunity  for  us  to  create 
greater  understanding  towards  the

$3,  middle-of-the-roaders  raise  theirs 
$2  and  the  Saudis  increase  theirs  $4. 

But  sources  said  the  Saudis  were  op¬ 
posing  the  price-structuring  plan  in 
hopes  that  slackening  demand  on 
world  oil  markets  would  force  other 
OPEC  nations  to  charge  less  for  their 
oil  later  this  year.  And  hawks  like 
Libya,  Iran,  Algeria  and  Nigeria  were 
reported  still  insisting  that  they  sell 
their  oil  for  the  highest  possible  price. 

Saudi  Arabian  Oil  Minister  Sheik 
Ahmed  Zaki  Yamani  told  reporters  he 
was  “  very  pessimistic”  the  latest  price- 
unifying  effort  would  succeed.  Iranian 
Oil  Minister  Ali  Akbar  Moinfar  said  he 
was  “sure”  there  would  be  no  agree¬ 
ment. 

The  13  OPEC  nations  have  set  their 
own  prices  since  February  1979,  and 
several  previous  efforts  to  restore  a 
uniform -pricing  structure  have  failed. 
They  last  tried  in  Caracas,  Venezuela 
in  December. 

Algeria  currently  charges  the  highest 
amount  for  a  42-gallon  barrel  of  oil, 
$38.21.  Saudi  Arabia  charges  the  least, 
$28. 

Industry  analysts  said  the  Iraqi  plan 
would  add  about  7.5  cents  a  gallon  to 
U.S.  gasoline  and  heating  oil  prices 
and  boost  OPEC’s  oil  income  by  about 
$15  billion  a  year,  or  5  percent,  from 
$315  billion. 

They  said  the  increase  was  at¬ 
tributable  to  the  fact  that  large  oil- 
producing  nations  like  Saudi  Arabia 
currently  charge  less  for  the  oil  than 
some  of  the  smaller  cartel  nations. 
Saudi  Arabia,  the  world’s  largest  ex¬ 
porter  of  crude  oil,  produces  about  9.5 
million  barrels  of  oil  daily,  approx¬ 
imately  one-third  of  the  cartel’s  total. 
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Sometimes  legal  action  is  the  only 
thing  that  a  tenant  can  turn  to  in  dis¬ 
putes;  BYU  students  are  lucky  in  that 
they  have  an  arbitration  board  which 
can  act  as  a  court,  without  fee,  to  settle 
the  dispute.  Pace  added. 

He  emphasized  that  the  board  only 
works  when  both  tenant  and  landlord 
agree  to  abide  by  the  decision  ren¬ 
dered.  “At  times,  we  have  had  people 
unhappy  with  the  decisions  the  board 
makes.  But  we  have  never  had  anyone 
refuse  to  abide  by  the  board’s  deci¬ 
sion,”  Pace  said. 

Lee  Farnsworth,  BYU  professor  and 
legislator,  has  been  active  in  the 
development  and  lobbying  of  a 
landlord-tenant  code. 

“One  of  the  main  reasons  Utah 
hasn’t  been  able  to  pass  a  landlord- 
tenant  code,  is  the  way  the  bill  is 
presented,”  Farnsworth  said.  “In  the 
past  the  bill  has  generally  been  pushed 


Another  major  reason  that  the  bill 
has  never  passed,  is  that  some  of  the 
legislators  are  landlords  themselves,  or 
have  friends  or  relatives  whose  in¬ 
terests  they  wish  to  protect, 
Farnsworth  added. 

“Whenever  a  landlord-tenant  bill 
has  been  proposed  it  tends  to  be  put  at 
the  end  of  the  schedule,  making  room 
for  ‘more  important’  bills.  By  the  time 
the  proposed  bill  is  presented,  there  is 
little  if  any  time  for  revision.  As  a 
result,  if  part  of  the  bill  is  unaccep¬ 
table,  the  whole  thing  is  dumped,” 
Farnsworth  said. 

Sherm  Harmer,  chairman  of  the 
House  Business  Committee,  has  final 
say  as  to  where  a  proposed  bill  is 
placed  on  the  schedule.  State 
Representative  Genevieve  Atwood-

“As  interest  rates  continue  to  rise 
and  inflation  eats  away  the  farmer’s 
profit  margin,  they  find  it  more  dif¬ 
ficult  to  make  farming  a  profitable 
business  venture,”  said  local  orchard 
owner  Morris  Ercanbrack. 

Anything  the  farmer  can  do  to  cut 
his  cost,  he  will.  Farmers  agree  that 
they  are  decreasing  the  amount  of 
fertilizer  and  pesticides  they  would 
normally  use. 

Many  are  repairing  old  farm 


machinery,  trying  to  make  it  last  a 
few  more  years,  said  Rex  Infanger,  a 
BYU  professor  in  agricultural 


economics. 

Farmers  are  trying  to  get  away 
with  borrowing  less  money,  as  well  as 
spending  less  time  and  money  on 
tillage  operations,  Infanger  said. 

Because  the  cost  of  farming  has 
risen  so  quickly,  farmers  are  seeking 
to  grow  crops  that  cost  less.  Some  of 


seal  farmer  spreads  fertilizer  in  his  field  in 
aration  for  plowing.  Many  Utah  Valley  farmers 


have  been  forced  to  cut  production  costs  in  order  to 
stay  in  business. 


Utah  Valley’s  farmers  are  switching 
from  corn  to  barley. 

Two  reasons  for  this  may  be  that 
barley  requires  less  tillage  and  less 
water,  Ralph  Horne  of  the  County 
Extension  Office  said. 

The  farmers  who  have  excess  grain 
in  storage  are  selling  the  grain  in  or¬ 
der  to  avoid  borrowing  money. 

Some  farmers  are  even  selling  sec¬ 
tions  of  their  land  to  finance  this 
year’s  spring  planting  and  production 
costs  that  they  will  incur  during  the 
year,  said  Ercanbrack. 

Alvin  Kilmer,  the  agriculture 
representive  for  a  Provo  bank  said  he 
feels  “this  is  a  period  of  tightening  of 
the  belts  for  farmers  everywhere.” 

Even  though  the  interest  rates  are 
high,  the  availability  of  money  in 
Utah  valley  is  excellent. 

“Banks  in  most  cases  are  willing  to 
lend  money  to  farmers  for  tillage 
operations  because  they  know  the 
value  of  land  is  high,”  said  Kilmer. 
“However,  banks  are  hesitant  to  lend 
money  to  farmers  for  farm  equipment 
because  they  feel  that  farmers,  in 
general,  have  too  much  money  tied 
up  in  farm  equipment,”  said  In¬ 
fanger. 

Horne  said,  “farmers  are  living 
poor  and  dying  rich  because  of  the  in¬ 
flated  price  of  their  land.”  The  only 
reason  many  farmers  are  able  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  operate  at  a  profit  is  that 
they  are  able  to  sell  their  land  to 
developers  at  an  excellent  price,  he 
added. 

Ercanbrack  said  that  more  and 
rpore  farmers  are  getting  out  of  the 
business. 

“It  just  isn’t  worth  the  effort.  You 
just  can’t  turn  a  decent  margin  of 
profit  if  you  operate  a  small  farm,”  he 
said. 

Many  of  the  older  farmers  are 
either  selling  their  farms  or  leasing 
them  to  neighbors,  said  Kilmer.  Also, 
the  high  cost  of  overhead  makes  it 
almost  impossible  for  young  farmers 
to  obtain  a  farm  of  their  own. 


Youths  bring  problems 
to  Security  on  Y  campus 


In  order  to  help  curb  the  number  of  1 
problems  among  conference  groups, 
Security  Police  have  developed  several 
new  approaches,  Shepherd  said. 

“What  we’ve  started  doing  this  year 
is  to  give  a  five  to  10-minute  presenta¬ 
tion  during  their  orientation  and  ad¬ 
vise  them  on  several,  points,”  he  said. 
“We  tell  them  we’re  here  to  help  them, 
but  we  won’t  put  up  with  nonsense.” 

Shepherd  said  that  three  main 
points  are  emphasized  during  the 
orientation  presentations:  no  playing 
on  the  emergency  phones,  keeping 
doors  locked  and  closing  curtains.  The 
arrest  statistics  from  last  year  are  also 
discussed. 

Increased  patrol  in  conference  hous-  - 
ing  areas  is  also  part  of  Security 
Police’s  prevention  program,  Shepherd 
said. 

“Most  conferences  are  in  Helaman 
Halls,  so  we  have  the  officers  concen¬ 
trate  in  that  area  during  the  later 
hours,”  he  said. 


Although  the  majority  of  youth- 
conference-related  problems  lie  with 
the  participants  themselves,  con¬ 
ferences  often  attract  problems  'from 
persons  not  associated  with,  BYU, 
Shepherd  stated.  Window  peekers, 
persons  seeking  admission  to  con-, 
ference  dances  and  outside  persons 
trying  to  pick  up  conference  youth  are 
also  problems  encountered  by  Security 
Police. 

Conference  visitors  are  also 
notorious  for  their  extended  use  of 
Wilkinson  Center  elevators.  The 
Wilkinson  Center  regularly  hires  stu¬ 
dents  to  control  use  of  the  elevators 
during  peak  conference  periods. 

Shepherd  also  stated  that  there  are 
surprisingly  few  difficulties  between 
youth  conference  visitors  and  BYU 
students.  “The  youth  conference  kids 
seem  to  respect  the  rights  of  students. 
They  are  cautioned  that  classes  are 
still  going  on,”  he  said. 


Crowd  assails  Carter 


MIAMI  (AP)  —  An  angry  crowd 
hurled  bottles  and  rocks  at  President 
Carter’s  limousine  Monday  night  as  he 
left  a  meeting  with  community  leaders 
in  the  riot-scarred  Liberty  City  area  of 
Miami. 

The  president  was  not  injured,  and 
said  later  that  he  was  unaware  of  the 
violence.  However,  one  beer  bottle 
struck  the  rear  of  his  car  and  windows 
were  broken  in  another  vehicle  as  the 
presidential  motorcade  sped  from  4he 
area. 

The  only  reported  injury  was  to  a 
photographer,  who  was  struck  by  a 
bottle  and  was  thrown  against  a  car. 
The  crowd  dispersed  after  the  presi¬ 
dent  left. 

A  Secret  Service  agent  driving  the 
car  immediately  in  front  of  Carter’s 
said  “a  bunch  of  people  across  the 
street  started  throwing  a  lot  of  rocks 
and  bottles  at  us.  It  all  started  coming 
our  way.” 

Carter  had  gone  to  the  ravaged  area 
to  address  black  leaders,  local  politi¬ 
cians  and  business  leaders.  Discussing 


the  violence  of  last  month,  Carter  said 
“I  will  meet  you  at  least  half  way  in 
carrying  out  our  program  for  a  better 
life  here  in  Liberty  City  if  you  will 
meet  me  the  other  half  way.” 

Minutes  later  he  walked  outside  to 
his  limousine  and  waved  to  the  crowd 
of  about  400  persons  waiting  behind 
police  barricades.  Many  had  been  boo¬ 
ing  loudly  and  responded  to  Carter’s 
wave  with  even  louder  insults.  Some 
began  lobbing  bottles  and  rocks. 

Carter  ducked  into  his  car  and  it 
sped  off,  as  planned,  for  Miami  Inter¬ 
national  Airport.  There,  asked  if  he 
knew  of  the  incident,  he  said  “no.” 

Earlier,  a  presidential  aide,  said 
Carter  had  gone  to  Florida  in  part  to 
explain  that  he  felt  he  could  not,  under 
law,  declare  Liberty  City  a  major  dis¬ 
aster  area,  which  would  have  made  it 
eligible  for  federal  aid  and  low  interest 
'business  loans. 

The  aide,  Jack  Watson,  said  federal 
law  limits  such  declarations  to  natural 
disasters  and  does  not  cover  civil  | 
disturbances.

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Quake  rocks  northern  Mexico 


MEXICALI,  Mexico  —  A  rolling  earthquake 
felt  150  miles  away  in  California  and  Arizona 
killed  two  people,  injured  about  100  others  and 
devastated  a  rural  area  of  northwestern  Mexico. 
At  the  same  time,  a  nearby  dormant  volcano 
stirred  to  life. 

“There  is  destruction  everywhere  you  look,” 
Enrique  Hage,  spokesman  for  the  civilian  aux¬ 
iliary  of  the  Mexican  Red  Cross,  said  Monday  of 
the  earthquake  that  struck  Sunday  night. 

The  quake,  which  registered  6.2  on  the  Richter 
scale,  destroyed  50  homes  in  Mexico  and  knocked 
foodstuffs  off  the  shelves  of  grocery  stores  as  far 
away  as  Yuma,  Ariz.,  and  El  Centro,  Calif., 
authorities  said. 

The  nearby  Cerro  Prieto  volcano,  believed  ex¬ 
tinct,  began  to  rumble  shortly  after  the  temblor. 

The  earthquake,  centered  50  miles  southeast  of 
this  Mexican  border  city,  hit  at  8:28  p.m.  Sunday. 
It  was  felt  in  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  and  Los  Angeles. 

Egypt  accepts  U.S.  proposal 

Egypt  on  Monday  accepted  an  American 
proposal  that  the  chief  Egyptian  and  Israeli 
negotiators  meet  in  Washington  to  discuss  means 
of  “overcoming  obstacles”  blocking  the  suspended 
talks  on  Palestinian  autonomy. 

U.S.  Secretary  of  State  Edmund  S.  Muskie 
denounced  new  Israeli  settlements  as  disrupting 
chances  for  an  agreement  on  the  future  of  the 
West  Bank  of  the  Jordan  River.  “If  negotiations 
are  to  succeed,  no  party  should  take  steps  on  its 
own  that  prejudge  the  outcome,”  Muskie  said  in 
his  first  speech  on  the  Middle  East  since  taking 


over  at  the  State  Department  last  month. 

Doonesbury  suspended  this  week 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  The  Deseret  News  in 
Salt  Lake  City  said  Monday  it  will  not  publish  the 
comic  strip  “Doonesbury”  this  week  because  the 
strip  “contains  material  that  does  not  meet  the 
moral  standards  the  Deseret  News  maintains.” 

In  an  article  printed  on  the  paper’s  comics  page, 
the  News  said  the  storyline  of  this  week’s  strip  by 
Gary  Trudeau  focuses  on  author  Gay  Talese  and 
his  book  on  changing  sexual  morals,  “Thy 
Neighbor’s  Wife.” 

“The  series  of  strips  contains  material  that  does 
not  meet  the  moral  standards  the  Deseret  News 
maintains,”  the  article  said.  “Talese  is  depicted  in 
an  interview  promoting  his  book  and  discussing 
his  experiences  in  massage  parlors  and  in  retreats 
where  immoral  sexual  practices  are  encouraged. 
No  indication  is  given  in  the  series  that  these 
practices  offend  many  people,  including  most  of 
our  readers.” 


Car  accidents,  injuries  decline 


NEW  YORK  —  The  number  of  traffic  accidents 
and  injuries  in  the  nation  declined  in  1979  for  the 
first  time  in  five  years,  the  Insurance  Information 
Institute  said  Mondhy. 

Traffic  accidents  dropped  3.9  percent  last  year, 
from  27,742,000  in  1978  to  26,669,000  in  1979  while 
traffic-related  injuries  declined  2  percent,  from  5,- 
798,000  in  1978  to  5,681,000  in  1979,  the  institute 
said.  The  National  Safety  Council  has  reported  a 
1  percent  increase  in  highway  fatalities,  from  51,- 
500  in  1978  to  51,900  in  1979. 


Heritage  Mountain  project  still  goinoi

Heritage  Mountain’s 
resort  project  is  far  from 
over,  according  to 
regional  forest  officials, 
despite  Uinta  Forest 
Supervisor  Don 
Nebeker’s  recommenda¬ 
tion  Friday  to  cancel  the 
project. 

Intermountain 
Regional  Forester  Jeff 
Sermon  is  next  in  line  to 
evaluate  the  financial 
ability  of  Heritage 
Mountain,  Inc.  to  com¬ 
plete  the  $80-million 
resort  project. 

Pat  Sheenan,  regional 
director  of  information, 
said  the  end  to  the  pro¬ 
ject  is  not  in  sight.  He 
said  that  Nebeker’s 
recommendation  to 
revoke  the  special  use 
permit  is  just  a  recom¬ 
mendation.  “There  are 
several  options  Sermon 
and  Heritage  Mountain 
can  choose,  any  one  of 
which  may  result  in  a 
continuance  of  the  pro¬ 
ject,”  he  said. 

Sermon  will  most 
likely  make  a  decision 


this  week  whether  or  not 
to  concur  with 
Nebeker’s  recommenda¬ 
tion,  Sheenan  said.  He 
added  that  Sermon  has 
one  of  three  options  in 
making  his  decision. 

Sermon  can  reject  or 
accept  Nebeker’s  recom- 
mendation  or  do 
something  in  between 
the  two,  Sheenan  said.  If 
Sermon  rejects  it,  then 
Heritage  Mountain  will 
retain  the  special  use 
permit  and  continue 
with  the  project.  Ac¬ 
cepting  the  recommen¬ 
dation  will  not 
necessarily  mean  the 
end,  he  pointed  out. 

“If  Sermon  agrees 
with  the  recommenda¬ 
tion,  then  he  will  issue  a 
show  cause  letter  to 
Heritage,”  Sheenan  ex¬ 
plained.  “Heritage 
would  then  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  reply  and 
show  cause  as  to  why 
they  feel  the  project 
should  not  be  rejected.” 

Heritage  will  have 
whatever  amount  of 
time  to  reply  that  Ser¬ 
mon  feels  is  reasonable, 
the  director  of  informa¬ 
tion  said. 


Even  if  Sermon  rejects 
the  reply,  Heritage  can 
appeal  the  cancellation 
to  Forest  Service  of¬ 
ficials  in  Washington, 
D.C.  Sheenan  said  such 
an  appeal  could  take 
years  to  conclude. 

Heritage  Mountain  of¬ 
ficials  were  contacted 
Monday  but  refused  to 
comment  on  their  future 
plans. 

'Since  both  the  Forest 


Service  and  Heritage 
Mountain,  Inc.  have  put 
substantial  amounts  of 
time  and  money  into  the 

Project,  Sheenan  said 
ermon  will  try  to  give 
Heritage  Mountain  of¬ 
ficials  whatever  time  he 
feels  is  necessary  for 
them  to  come  up  with 
the  required  funds.

Two  men  lost  their  footing  and  fell  to 
their  deaths  in  separate  accidents  at 
the  same  site  on  the  back  side  of  Mt. 
Timpanogos  Sunday  and  Monday,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Lt.  Owen  Quarnberg  of  the 
Utah  County  Sheriffs  Office. 

Richard  Weaver,  26,  832  S.  75  East, 
Orem,  and  Dr.  Richard  Lambert,  26,  of 
Portland,  Ore.,  both  died  when  they 
fell  into  a  crevice  by  the  first  waterfall 
about  one-half  mile  above  the  Aspen 
Grove  parking  lot. 

According  to  Lt.  Quarnberg,  Dr. 
Lambert’s  family  called  the  Sheriffs 
office  at  12:30  p.m.  Monday,  and  said 
Lambert  had  gone  hiking  Sunday  at 
about  10:30  a.m.  and  was  expected 
back  Sunday  evening.

According  to  a  February  1979  UPI  article,  Harmer 
is  a  housing  developer  wfio  has  financial  interests  in 
113  rental  units. 

Mrs.  Atwood-Ferrari,  also  a  landlord,  emphasized 
that  many  legislators  have  an  interest  in  the 
landlord-tenant  bill,  as  many  are  in  the  role  of  lan¬ 
dlord  themselves. 

“Our  country  is  made  up  of  a  system  of  checks  and 
balances.  In  the  case  of  landlord-tenant 
relationships,  the  landlord  holds  all  of  the  checks,” 
Mrs.  Atwood-Ferrari  said. 

“Some  unscrupulous  landlords  consider  the  clean¬ 
ing  deposit  to  be  part  of  their  profit.  When  checking 
out,  a  tenant  usually  will  not  see  his  deposit  again,” 
she  said.  “It’s  for  reasons  like  this  that  we  need  a 
check  on  the  landlords.” 

Mrs.  Atwood-Ferrari  added  that  “when  the 
legislature  kills  a  bill  which  is  needed  as  badly  as  the 
landlord-tenants  bill,  it  is  actually  defeating  the  op¬ 
ponents’  goals.  By  rejecting  “mild”  legislation,  you 
cause  a  reaction  which  brings  about  the  passage  of 
extreme  legislation,  which  is  unsatifactory  to  all  con¬ 
cerned.”

The  ASBYU  Organizations  Of¬ 
fice,  together  with  Utah  Valley 
Hospital,  will  sponsor  a  blood  drive 
today  from  8  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  in  245 
ELWC. 

There  will  be  a  contest  between 
the  different  clubs  on  campus  and 
whoever  provides  the  most  donors 
will  be  given  a  trophy,  said  an 
ASBYU  spokesman. 

“There  are  unnecessary  fears 
associated  with  giving  blood  which 
we  hope  we  can  alleviate  with  our 
question/answer  session.  You  will 
also  be  able  to  find  out  if  you  are 
able  to  give  blood  without  waiting 
in  a  long  line  first,”  said  Mrs. 
Shephard. 

Donors  must  be  between  the  ages 
of  18.  and  65,  weigh  at  least  110 
pounds,  must  be  in  good  health 
and  not  under  the  care  of  a  doctor, 
she  said. 

“We  will  not  be  able  to  use  your 
blood  if  you  have  a  history  of  viral 
hepatitis,  a  chronic  illness, 
epilepsy,  heart  ailments,  tuber¬ 
culosis,  brochial  asthma,  cancer  or 


any  blood  diseases. 

“Benefits  for  the  donor  are 
numerous,”  said  Mrs.  Shephard. 
“We  are  with  the  American 
Association  of  Blood  Banks  and 
run  on  a  credit  system.  This  means 
when  you  give  blood,  you  will  be 
able  to  ‘get  it  back’  if  you  need  it 
sometime  in  the  future.  Not  all 
blood  drives  operate  on  this  system 
and  the  student  should  be  aware  of 
this  fact.” 

Utah  Valley  Hospital  has 
numerous  donor  clubs,  said  Mrs. 
Shephard.  One  of  these  is  the  Stork 
Club  for  fathers.  By  giving  one  pint 
of  blood  in  advance,  they  can 
assure  all  the  blood  their  wives  and 
new  babies  might  need  during  their 
hospital  stay.  Their  immediate 
family’s  needs  will  also  be  covered 
for  a  full  year,  with  the  exception  of 
open  heart  surgery.  These  dona¬ 
tions  must  be  given  prior  to  the 
birth  of  their  baby,  she  said. 

“Summer  is  usually  our  hardest 
month,”  she  added.  “There  are 
more  accidents  and  less  donors. 
Our  goal  for  this  drive  is  100  pints, 
and  with  the  help  of  the  students 
we  feel  confident  in  reaching  it.”

Crackdown  fails  in  juvenile  beer  sales 


The  recent  Provo 
police  crackdown  on 
juvenile  beer  sales  has 
had  little  noticeable  ef¬ 
fect  on  subsequent  sales, 
according  to  Provo 
Police  Sgt.  George  Pier- 
pont. 

Within  the  last 
month,  Pierpont’s  tac¬ 
tical  squad  has  issued 
summons  to  11  local 
cashiers  for  illegally  sell¬ 


ing  liquor  to  minors. 
Pierpont  said  he  doesn’t 
feel  the  two-week 
crackdown  has  proven 
very  effective. 

“The  result  of  our  ef¬ 
forts  is  a  negative  one,” 
he  said.  “It  seems  that 
there  is  just  as  much 
beer  out  on  the  streets  as 
before.”  _

John  Allred,  in  charge  of 
juvenile  law  enforce¬ 
ment  but  not  directly  in- 
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A  Colorado  Corporation  is  seeking

agrees. 

“I  doubt  very 
seriously  that  it  (the 
crackdown)  had  much  of 
an  effect,”  he  said.  “The 
juveniles  are  still  getting 
beer.”  : 

Pierpont  said  two 
juvenile  police  agents 
approached  the  cashiers 
with  a  six-pack  of  beer 
and,  without  pressuring 
the  cashiers,  attempted 
to  purchase  it.  In  50  per¬ 
cent  of  the  cases,  the 
beer  was  purchased,  he 
said. 

Two  of  the  11  cashiers 
who  were  issued  sum¬ 
monses  were  juveniles. 
It  is  against  Utah  law  for 
juveniles  under  the  age 
of  21  to  sell  alcoholic 
beverages. 

To  date,  only  one  of 
the  nine  adults  has  been 
sentenced,  according  to 
Provo  Eighth  Circuit

“They  should  get  a 
kid  to  anonymously  go 
into  their  stores  and  at¬ 
tempt  to  buy  some  beer 
from  the  cashier,”  he 
said.  “We  obviously 
can’t  do  that  on  a 
regular  basis;  we  just 
don’t  have  that  kind  of 
time.” 

Pierpont  said  the 
department  “cracks 


down”  on  juvenile  beer 
sales  in  this  matter 
when  the  need  arises.  In 
the  past,  the  tactical 
squad  has  gone  out 
about  every  six  months, 
he  said. 

In  almost  every  case, 
after  the  summons  was 
issued,  the  cashiers  ad¬ 
mitted  that  they  really 
should  have  checked  for 
identification  but  were 
too  busy,  Pierpont  said. 

“The  cashiers  are  just 
not  paying  attention  to 
who  is  buying  the  beer,” 
he  said.  “It’s  a  simple 
case  of  apathy  — they 
just  don’t  seem  to  care.”

Svensson  takes  NCAA  in  discus

Goran  Svensson,  a  21- 
year-old  sophomore 
from  Sweden,  shocked 
the  track  and  field  world 
with  his  stunning  win  in 
the  discus  at  the  NCAA 
Outdoor  Track  and 
Field  Championships  in 
Austin,  Texas. 

Svensson  hefted  the 
plate  202-6  to  give  the 
Cougars  their  only  in¬ 
dividual  champion  of 
the  four-day  event.  The 
win  matched  the  1978 
victory  of  Cougar  Kent 
Gardenkrans. 

While  Svensson  was 
winning  the  discus  title, 
the  University  of  Texas- 
E1  Paso  was  romping  to 
an  easy  team  cham¬ 
pionship  by  claiming  in¬ 
dividual  winners  in  five 
events  and  placing 
scorers  in  21  final  e- 
vents. 

The  win  also  marks 
the  first  time  that  any 
team  ever  has  won  the 
Indoor  Track  and  Field 
Championships,  Out¬ 
door  Track  and  Field 
■  Championships,  and  the 
Cross  Country  title  all  in 
the  same  academic  year. 

The  Cougars  picked 
up  fourth  place  points 
from  Jari  Keihas  in  the 
javelin  and  sixth  place 
points  from  Doug 


Padilla  in  the  5000 
meters  that  gave  them 
enough  team  points  to 
place  12th  in  the  Overall 
competition. 

Seniors  Kim  Nielson, 
Larry  Lawrence,  and 
Chris  Child  performed 
well  in  their  events,  but 
did  not  place.  Anders 
Jonsson  placed  a  non¬ 
scoring  eighth  in  the 


shotput  for  a  very 
respectable  finish. 

Ed  Eyestone  was  run¬ 
ning  very  well  when  he 
was  forced  to  pull  out  of 
the  10,000  meters 
because  of  dehydration. 
Pre-tournament  favorite 
'Agberto  Guimaraes  was 
forced  to  withdraw  from 
the  400  meter  run 
because  of  a  bad  leg. 


The  Cougars  then 
rallied  around  Svensson, 
who  was  leading  the 
discus  by  a  slim  margin 
over  WAC  champ  Carlos 
Scott  of  UTEP.  When 
the  last  competitor  fell 
short,  Svensson  leaped 
into  the  air  with  a 
tremendous  yell. 

“We  expected  him  to 
do  well,”  said  Coach 


Robison. “He  had  an 
outstanding  perfor¬ 
mance  and  really  came 
through  in  the  tough 
competition.” 

According  to  Robison, 
the  competition  at  the 
NCAA  finals  was  very 
stiff.  “All  of  our  team 
performed  well  in  spite 
of  the  many  outstanding 
athletes  that  were  pre¬ 


sent,”  he  said.  “I  feel  we 
are  a  better  team  than 
our  12th  place  finish, 
but  I  am  proud  of  how 
we  performed.” 

Robison  also 
speculated  that  had 
Guimaraes  been  able  to 
compete;  the  Cougars 
could  have  finished  in 
the  top  five  or  six.

USC  wins  AIAW  nationals; 


Cougars  net  best  finish  ever 


USC  is  the  same  in  women’s,  tennis  as  it  is  ill 
collegiate  football  —  a  national  powerhouse. 

The 'Trojan  women  defeated  Florida  9-0  Saturday 
in  Baton  Rouge  at  the  AIAW  national  tennis  cham¬ 
pionships,  thus  taking  the  Divisioh-I  championship 
for  the  second  straight  year  in  the  team  competition. 
The  BYU  women  took  fourth  place  in  the  tourna¬ 
ment. 


The  Cougars  were  assured  Thursday  of  their 
highest  finish  ever  at  a  national  championship  by 
defeating  University  of  South  Carolina,  6-3,  to  enter 
the  semifinals. 


The  Cougars,  seeded  second  in  the  tournament, 
lost  their  semifinal  match  against  third-seeded 
Florida,  7-2.  Maria  Rothschild,  playing  No.  1  for 
BYU  and' Charlene  Murphy,  No.  2,  registered  the 
only  BYU  wins  of  the  match. 


Earlier  in  the  season  at  the  NIKE-Tanner  In¬ 
vitational  held  at  BYU  in  March,  the  Cougars 
defeated  Florida  in  a  close  match,  5-4. 


In  the  other  semifinal  contest,  Southern  California, 
seeded  No.  1,  defeated  Trinity,  seeded  No.  4,  putting 


the  Trojans  in  the  finals  match  against.  Florida,  on 
Saturday. 

Throughout  the  national  championship  tourna¬ 
ment,  played  on  the  campus  of  Louisiana  State  Un¬ 
iversity  at  Baton  Rouge,  the  temperature  and 
humidity  were  so  high  that  the  natives  were  com¬ 
plaining. 

In  the  championship  finals  match,  Southern  Cal 
easily  swept  the  singles  play,  with  only  one  match  go¬ 
ing  more  than  two  sets.  The  Trojans  won  all  three  of 
their  doubles  matches  to  bring  the  final  score  to  9-0. 

BYU  came  up  just  short  in  consolation  play,  losing 
this  match  to  Trinity,  5-4.  Linley  Tanner,  No.  5' 
singles  for  the  Cougars,  and  Lani  Wilcox,  No.  6, 
gained  the  only  wins  in  singles  play  for  BYU,  while 
the  doubles  teams  of  Murphy-Linley  Tanner  arid 
RothschilsWracy  Tanner  came  through  with  two 
more  wii^.

Concerned  citizens  met  with  BYU 
officials  last  week  tp  discuss  the 
proposed  expansion  of  the  BYU  foot¬ 
ball  stadium. 

The  meeting  was  held  at  the  Rock 
Canyon  School  in  Provo  to  explain  the 
plans  BYU  has  for  expanding  the 
stadium. 

A  model  of  the  expansion  was  shown 
to  the  residents  who  live  near  the 
stadium. 

The  main  concerns  the  citizens  ex¬ 
pressed  were  the  aesthetics  and  the 
parking  problems  they  claimed  would 
increase  with  the  expansion.  The 
citizens  claim  that  when  there  is  a 
home  game,  their  lawns  and  driveways 
are  used  for  parking  by  the  fans.  This 
causes  access  problems  for  the  resi¬ 
dents. 


“Many  residents  seemed  pleased 
with  the  design  of  the  stadium,”  said 
Paul  Reese,  civil  engineer  for  BYU. 
“We  explained  that  the  project  would 
only  be  completed  if  the  funds  could  be 
raised,”  he  said. 

The  expansion  will  only  be  approved 
if  funding  can  be  found  from  the  public 
and  from  ticket  revenues. 

The  residents  questioned  the 
possibility  of  building  horseshoe¬ 
shaped  bleachers  which  would  close  in 
the  end  zones  of  the  existing  stadium, 
instead  of  expanding  upward.  BYU  of- 
ficals  explained  that  people  would  not 
buy  the  end  zone  seats,  because  the 
view  is  not  as  acceptable  as  from  the 
proposed  seats  on  the  50-yard  line.  If 
approved,  the  expansion  will  increase 
the  available  seating  from  50,000  to 
about  70,000.

'Urban  Cowboy'  rides  onto  chart

Well  friends,  John  Travolta  has  just  put  out 
another  dancin’  movie,  “Urban  Cowboy”  and  it 
ought  to  do  for  cowboy  dancin’  what  “Saturday 
Night  Fever”  did  for  discos.  And  I  can  advise  you  to 
get  the  soundtrack  because  it  is  gooood.  The  list  of 
performers  sounds  like  a  Who’s  Who  of  rock  and 
country  rock:  Dan  Fogelberg,  Jimmy  Buffett,  Joe 
Walsh,  Bob  Seger,  Anne  Murray,  Johnny  Lee,  The 
Eagles,  Charlie  Daniels’  Band,  Kenny  Rogers,  Bon¬ 
nie  Raitt,  Boz  Skaggs,  Mickey  Gilley,  Linda 
Ronstadt  and  J.D.  Souther  all  appear  courtesy  of 
somebody  or  another. 

The  double  album  introduces  us  to  the  country 
sounds  of  Texas  (where  the  movie  takes  place)  rather 
gently.  It  starts  off  with  “Hello  Texas”  by  Jimmy 
Buffett,  then  moves  into  a  rather  boring  song  by  Joe 
Walsh,  “All  Night  Long.”  But  Dan  Fogelberg  makes 
up  for  it  with  “Times  Like  These.”  Although  it  is  not 
as  mellow  as  Fogelberg  can  get,  it  is  a  very  powerful, 
moving  song. 

'As  you  will  hear,  side  one  has  the  most  ram¬ 
bunctious  rock  and  roll  on  the  entire  album,  and  it 
ends  with  a  really  nice  boogie  number,  “Nine 
Tonight”  by  Bob  Seger  and  the  Silver  Bullet  Band.  I 
played  this  side  so  much  I‘ve  worn  grooves  in  the

tastically  traditional,  very  mellow  love  song.  The 
Eagles  then  end  the  side  with  “Lyin’  Eyes.” 

If  you  like  foot-stompin’,  hand-clappin’  fiddlin’, 


*  Side  two  begins  with  some  true  blue  redneck  Coun¬ 
try  &  Western  (C  &  W)  by  Mickey  Gilley,  “Stand  by 
Me,”  and  Byron  Berline  does  some  nice  fiddle  work 
on  “Cherokee  Fiddle.”  Then  Anne  Murray  sings 
what  I  think  is  the  most  beautiful  song  on  the  album, 
“Could  I  Have  This  Dance.”  For  everybody  who  has 
ever  fallen  in  love  while  dancing  (and  who  hasn’t?), 
this  song  will  bring  tears  to  your  eyes.  “As  we  swayed 
to  the  music,  and  held  to  each  other,  I  fell  in  love  with 
ypu.  Could  I  have  this  dance  for  the  rest  of  my  life? 


If  you  like  foot-stompin  ,  hand-clappm  fiddli: 
you’re  gonna  love  side  three.  It  starts  with  a  C  & 
song  by  Johnny  Lee,  “Lookin’  for  Love,”  gets  into  a 
nice  fast-moving  number  by  Bonnie  Raitt,  “Don’t  it 
Make  You  Wanna  Dance,”  then  moves  into  a  fiddle 
piece  that  doesn’t  fiddle  around.  Called  “The  Devil 
Went  Down  to  Georgia,”  it’s  already  been  a  hit  for 
Charlie  Daniels’  Band.  Mr.  Daniels  does  some  rosin- 
strippin’  bow-sawin’  that  you  will  not  believe. 

The  next  song,  “Here  Comes  the  Hurt  Again,”  is 
another  cheatin’  heart  C  &  W  sob  song.  But  then  the 
side  speeds  up  with  a  hoedown  number  called 
“Orange  Blossom  Special/Hoedown.”  Although  not 
quite  the  caliber  of  Charlie  Daniels,  Ron  Levine  does, 
some  good  work  on  the  fiddle. 

Side  four  is  the  most  tender,  melancholy  side  of  the 
album.  The  first  song,  “Love  the  World  Away,”  is 
one  of  Kenny  Rogers’  best.  His  rich,  tender  plea  to 
“Take  my  hand.  Let’s  walk  through  love’s  door,  and 
be  free  from  the  world  once  more”  will  undoubtedly 
make  this  cut  Kenny’s  next  gold. 

The  next  song,  a  happy-go-lucky  tune  called  “Fall¬ 
ing  in  Love  for  the  Night,”  is  another  Charlie  Daniels 
story-tune.  “Darlin,”  by  Bonnie  Raitt,  features  the 
pedal  steel  guitar  of  Jay  Leach.  For  those  of  you  who 
like  the  Jong,  drawn-out  tones  of  that  instrument 
without  the  flat,  trembling  notes  that  C  &  W  singers 
usually  bring  along  with  it,  this  one’s  for  you. 

Boz  Skaggs  probably  has  another  hit  with  “Look 
What  You’ve  Done  To  Me.”  He  has  a  unique  voice 
and  makes  good  use  of  it  in  this  slow  love  song.  It’s 
mostly  piano  background  so  it  should  become  a 
favorite  with  the  Heritage  Halls  cellar-dwellers  who 
like  to  play  sad  love  songs  on  their  out-of-tune 
pianos. 


J.D.  Souther  wrote  the  last  song  on  the  album, 
“Hearts  Against  the  Wind,”  and  Linda  Ronstadt 
shows  her  Arizona  country  roots  by  joining  him  on 
this  one.  Ricky  Skaggs  plays  some  really  fine  man¬ 
dolin  on  this  tune;  add  to  that  Ronstadt  and 
Souther’s  long,  wailing  duet,  and  you  have  a  song 
that  reminds  me  of  the  train  trip  I  took  on  the 
Sunrise  Limited  from  Phoenix  to  San  Antonio  earlier 
this  year. 


The  forte’  of  this  album  is  its  diversity.  “Saturday 
Night  Fever”  could  drive  you  crazy  with  its  ‘thunka- 
thunka’  disco  beat,  but  “Urban  Cowboy”  never  does 
that.  It  goes  from  get-down  boogie  rock  to  some 
beautiful  C  &  W  love  ballads,  all  without  wrecking 
the  continuity  of  the  album.  And  it  has  enough  rock, 
country  rock  and  good  old  redneck  C  &  W  to  satisfy 
everyone.  If  you  rockers  want  a  country  rock  album  in 
your  collection,  this  is  the  one  to  get.  Same  goes  for 
you  country  rockers  and  C  &  W  fans  who’d  like  a  lit¬ 
tle  change  of  pace  while  still  listening  to  your  favorite 
sounds. 


Music  audiences  are  very  fickle,  so  this  album 
could  turn  out  to  be  the  turkey  of  the  year.  But  I 
don’t  think  so.  Two  songs  from  this  album  have 
already  made  the  top  20,  and  I  think  at  least  five 
more  tunes  will  join  them  soon. 

I’ve  just  about  told  you  everything  there  is  to  say 
about  this  soundtrack.  The  great  thing  about  this 
album  is  that  you’ll  still  be  able  to  use  parts  of  it  in  30 
years  at  your  ward’s  annual  square  dance.  And  songs 
like  “Could  I  Have  This  Dance”  are  timeless.  So  go 
out  and  get  the  album  and  be  the  trend-setter  on  your 
block,  because  cowboy  dancin’  is  coming  back.  As  for 
me,  I’m  gonna  go  curl  up  in  the  sun  with  my 
Longneck  and  my  pet  armadillo  and  listen  to  Charlie 
Daniels  whup  that  devil.  Thank  you  kindly  for 
readin’  my  review;  I  do  appreciate  it.
